•ter liv ing o n a pensio n, and any o ne witn a fix ed 
o r lo w inco me 


Aluminum manufacturers are ex pected to ask 
a penny a po und mo re o n Aug 
1, because o f

15 -cent-an-ho ur w'age bo o st. The meat and 
gia ss industries will increase prices 
The price 
o f men s flannels will go up three cents per 
po und ammo nia *6 a to n, and the leading TV 
manufacturers will try to get $20 mo re per set. 
There's already been a lo t o f agitatio n abo ut 
inflatio n. But y o u ain't seen no thing y et.

Mo st impo rtant po litical effect o f the increased 
co st o f steel will no t be felt until abo ut nex t 
J anuary . This is the perio d when po liticians 
will try to carry o ut that lo ng awaited pro mise 
o f a cut in tax es 


They wo n’t admit it, but the inside fact is 
there will be no tax cut. 


The reaso n is quite simple The increased 
price o f steel, to gether with o ther simultaneo us* 
spirahng prices, will add $4 billio n to the budget. 
This just abo ut abso rbs the surplus o n which 
bo th po litical parties based their pro mise o f a 
tax cut. 


It is no secret tnat the biggest bill Uncle Sam 
has to pay is fo r military hardware. This is the 
term giv en battleships, submarines, tanks, arm­ 
o red cars, trucks, and guns. So when the price 
o f steel go es up, the man who feels it mo st 
is tne Uncle who has to pay to r this 
hardware. 


There's ano ther reaso n why there will be no 
tax cuts. In additio n to the $4 billio n extra for 
hardware

interest rates. I ncle Sam will pav that extra

mo ney .

As Zellerbach took ms post, 
he increased the price of paper soid by his 
crown Zellerbach Comany. This hit newspapers 
and magazines all ov er the nation.

The right of free speech is not 
a permit to defame! 
When you criticize a puoiic of­ 
ficial — ev en to demanding that 
he be thrown out of office — you 
are toliowing a cherished Ameri­ 
can custom that is possible because 
of tne guarantees set forth in our 
Constitution and Bill of Rights 
The rignt of free speech permits 
us to be v ery outspoken against 
public officials. 
Baseball players 
and managers, football coaches and 
mov ie stars, also find that they 
hav e to bear the written and spoken 
criticism that goes with fame. 
But wnat are the rights ol the 
indiv idual — office holder or pri­ 
v ate citizen — when such criticism 
exceeds the bounds? False or m a­ 
licious defamation either by spoken 
or written word can injure good 
reputation.» or subject persons to 
public contempt or ridicule 
The law places limits on what 
can be said or written about a 
person, and prov ides the right to 
sue the speaker or writer for dam ­ 
ages actually resulting from injury 
to reputation 
For example, it is 
defamatory to state falsely that a 
person is 
a crook, a q uack, or a 
cheat. 
Such defamation can be spoken, 
which is then called slander 
or 
written, which 
is 
term ed 
libel. 
Libel is considered a more serious 
wrong tnan slander, because it is 
more permanent and usually more 
w.dely distributed 
In 
any 
case 
no defamation can occur until the 
rem ark or writing is communicated 
to a third person. It is not legally 
wrong, for example, to accuse an­ 
other of a crime face to face The 
law protects only our reputations, 
not our teelings 
Sometimes it is in the best in­ 
terests of the public that state­ 
ments that are otherwise slander­ 
ous or 
l i b e l o u s be permitted 
through what is known as legal 
priv ileges. Your newspaper is per 
mitted to publish the account of 
an arrest, and 
to 
describe 
the 
charges, ev en though the person 
may later be prov ed innocent You 
are tree to report your suspicions 
of crime to a policeman, or to 
testify in court to another’s wrong 
ful conduct.
